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Agricultural  Summary 

Above  normal  precipitation  was  received  across  the 
state  last  week.  A  total  of  1 .96  inches  of  precipitation 
was  recorded  near  Rogers  Pass,  the  most  in  Montana. 
On  Friday,  Shelby  got  0.64  inches  of  moisture  breaking 
the  record  for  that  day  of  0.30  inches.  Billings  had  1 .04 
inches  on  Thursday,  breaking  the  old  record  of  0.82 
inches.  Miles  City  reached  79  degrees,  the  highest  for 
the  week.  West  Yellowstone  and  Wisdom  shared  the  low 
temperature  of  15  degrees.  Topsoil  moisture  adequate 
and  surplus  is  89  percent,  above  last  week's  86  percent 
but  the  same  as  last  year.  Subsoil  moisture  adequate 
and  surplus,  at  71  percent,  is  better  than  last  week's  67 
percent  and  last  year's  rating  of  70  percent. 

The  weather  outlook  for  April  30  through  May  6  is  for 
above  normal  temperatures  and  below  normal 
precipitation  both  east  and  west  of  the  continental  divide. 
Normal  temperatures  for  this  period  in  the  state  are  for 
highs  in  the  lower  50s  to  the  mid  60s  and  for  lows  in  the 
mid  20s  to  40  degrees.
